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HistorY OF BusHy FoRK HIGH SCHOOL 


The purpose of this article is to give an account of the growth and progress of Bushy 
Fork High School. The progress of our school has been quite evident from _the beginning 
until the present time. On the same site as at present our school had its beginning in 1908 
with a one-room building and an enrollment of seventy pupils. The school continued for 
three years with this building, but steadily ircreasing enrollment showed the necessity of 
enlarged building facilities. Minor enlargements and improvements were mede frcm tirre to 
time, but the most important changes were made in 1916, when our school was enlarged by 
the addition of the present auditorium. In 1923 the present high school building was erected,

FAIRS 


The people of this community have shown great interest and enthusiasm in making 
the County Fair a success. The school has a right to feel proud of itself, inasmuch as it has 
won first prize in the booth two years in succession. 

In the fall of 1922 four of the five High Schools in the county, namely, Allensville, Beth- 
el Hill, Olive Hill and Bushy Fork put in booths. Olive Hill and Busy Fork shared first hon- 
ors on their booths. In the ticket selling contest Bushy Fork won first prize by a majority of 
ninety-three tickets over Olive Hill, who won second prize. These prizes amounted to fifty 
dollars, 

In the fall of 1923 Bushy Fork again helped to make the Fair a success. The other 
schools in the county did not put in booths. The booth was very much better arranged than 
the year previous and received the praise of the Fair Officials and the public generally. Fur- 
thermore, entries were made in other departments, ranging from a bird house to an illustrat- 
ed poem. 

After the judges had made their decision Bushy Fork found it had won twenty blue 
ribbons and three red ribbons. Some of the blue ribbons on special exhibits are as follows:
